You may think von know jirtj 
what to send. Or perhaps you 
are wondering what would be ac¬ 
ceptable and practicable. 

The American Red Cross has I 
carefully prepared a list of 
things which have proved both 
practical and acceptable. Per¬ 
haps you can improve on it, but 
t chances are you cannot do 
better than to make a selection 
from the list, whether for an in¬ 
dividual or for the general dis¬ 
tribution. 

General Suggestions 

1. Nothing should go in them 
which will not keep fresh from 
the time of packing until Christ¬ 
mas. 

2. Dried fruits and other food 
products should be packed in 
small tin or wodden boxes, one- 
quarter to one-half pound size. 

3. Hard candy, including choc¬ 
olate, would probably be safe in 
tin foil or heavy carboard, but 
no soft chocolates nor anything 
that could possibly be crushed 
should be used, as the other con¬ 
tents of the package might be 
spoiled thereby. 

4. Several dainties packed in 
oblong tin boxes each holding a 
quarter of a pound, will provide 
a better variety for a packet 
than a larger quantity of a sin¬ 
gle confection. 

5. No liquids nor articles 
packed in glass should be placed 
in the package. 

6. For wrapping the gifts use 
a khaki-colored handerchief, 
twenty-seven inches square and 
form the base of the packet by 
placing on the center of the 
handkerchief a pad of writing
